c Many of the indians in the late engagement 
with general Harmar, or rather the brave but unfortu- 
nate majoy Wyllys, fought on horfcback, and with a 
dexterity that would not have difgraced well difciplin- 
ed dragoons. ‘Their hoifes were equipped with a 
bunch of bells hanging down the left cheek, and two 
narrow ftrips of cloth, red and white ; and the ind- 
ians were painted red and bleck, and in fuch a manner 
as to reprefent the infery,al {pirits, perhaps, much more 
than the human fpecies. This moft hedious and té- 
rific appearance, added to the noife of the bells and 
the flapping of the pendant {trips of cloth rendered 
them truly formidable to the militia horfe, which 
fhrunk back at the very fight, and it was with the 
greateft difficulty any could be brought to the charge.’ 

We are info med, from refpectable authority, that 
in the political circles in the city and province of Que- 
bec, the honorable Alexander Hamilton, fecretary of 
the treafury of the united ftates, is held in the higheft 
eftimation, being fuppofed equal to the celebrated mr.

' A PROCLAMATION. 
WHEREAS the general aflembly of the ftate of Ma- 
a by an a& paffed on the twentychird day of 

ecember, 1788, entitled, ** an, act to cede to cong- 
refs a diftri& of ten miles {quare in this Rate, for the 
feat of the government of the united Rates,” did en- 
a&t, that thé reprefentatives of faid ftate in the houfe of 
reprefentatives of the congrefs of the united ftates, 
appointed to affemble at Newyork, on the firtt Wed- 
nefday of March then next enfuing, fhould be, and 
they were thereby authorifed and required, on the be- 
half of faid ftate, tocede to the congrefs of the united 
ftates, any diltrict in the faid flate, not exceeding ten 
miles {quare, which the congrefs might fix upon and 
accept for the feat of government of the united ftates. 

And the general aflembly of the commonwealth of 
Virginia, by an act pafled on the third day of Degem- 
ber, one thoufand feven hundred and eighty nine, and 
entitled, ¢ an aé& for the ceffion of ten miles {quare, 
or any leffer quantity of territory within this ftate, to 
the united fates in congrefs aflembled, for the perma- 
nent feat of the general government,” did enact, that 
a tract of country not exceeding ten miles fquare, or 
any leffer quantity, to be located wit! in the limits of 
the faid ftate, and in any part thereof, as congrefs 
might by law direét, fhould be, and the fame was 
thereby forever ceded and relinquifhed to the'congrefs
